Bible where the word “critic” oc- 
curs. How presumptuous, then, for 
men to ‘dare to call themselves 
critics of the Bible, when the Book 
has been given to criticize them 
and us. Until we realize this we 
can never approach the _ Bible 
aright. Happy -are they who, re- 
fusing to sit in judgment upon the 
Word of God, yield themselves up 
with humble spirits to its myster- 
ious searching power! 

As, however, it will be necessary 
for mé, in some of the following 
pages, to refer to these critics and 
to test some of their criticisms, I 
should like to make it perfectly 
clear at once that biblical criticism 
is of two kinds—one which is law- 
ful and of inestimable value, and 
the other which is unlawful and 
is fraught with the most soul- 
ruining and God-dishonoring con- 
sequences.

The Editor Tells Why He 
Applauded the Withdrawal 
of the Clarkston, Washington, 
Baptist Church.

Dear Brother Foreman: 

Thank you for your kindly let- 
ter. kL am glad to have your view- 
point but I feel sune that with 
further consideration of the facts 
you will see that my inference in 
THE SworD OF THE LOoRD’ was 
justified. 

First of all, if you will study 
the records you will see that the 
American Baptist Convention has 
lost nearly half of the total num- 
ber of churches that were affiliat- 
ed with it some twenty or twenty- 
five years ago. The records speak 
for themselves. 

Second, for you to say that the 
withdrawal of all the hundreds 
of Baptist churches that formed 
the General Association of Reg- 
ular Baptists all those that formed 
the Conservative Baptist group, 
all of them making an issue of 
modernism in the American Bap- 
tist group, had no méaning, seems 
to me very unreasonable. For 
example, I knew intimately and 
well Dr. W. B. Riley and I knew 
the fight he made through long 
years, even while staying in the 
Convention, which he finally left. 
I know well officials of the other 
groups which have gone out from 
the American Baptist Convention. 
I know the issues in the Oregon 
Baptist Convention. I know how 
and why the Minnesota Baptist

Convention officially withdrew 
from its close affiliation with the 
American Baptist Convention. To 
say that there is no serious de- 
fection, no serious withdrawal 
from the American Baptist Con- 
vention and on the question of the 
modernism of its leadership igs 
simply ignoring the facts. 

Third, I know that the issue of 
modernism has come up in the 
American Baptist Convention 
meetings year after year. You and 
I both know that the Convention 
steadfastly follows the counsel of 
modernists in maintaining the so« 
called “inclusive policy,” agreeing 
to send out modernists as well 
as fundamentalists to the mission 
field, wefusing to adopt a plain 
statement of faith for the funda- 
mentals. To say that the active 
and prevailing leadership in the 
American Baptist Convention is 
not largely controlled by modern- 
ists is simply to ignore the facts, 


Surely you know that Harry 
Emerson Fosdick and the River- 
side Baptist Church, New York, 
was received into the Convention 
without requiring conversion, 
without requiring baptism. Surely 
you know that Missionary Dryden 
Phelps was kept on the mission 
field for twenty years after he had 
in print denied the virgin birth of 
Christ and other fundamentals and 
was retired only after he had 
definitely taken the stand for com- 
munism and for Russia against 
America. And I assure you that I 
know on the testimony of many 
unimpeachable witnesses of the 
modernism, the open infidelity 
taught in Rochester-Colgate Sem- 
inary and in several other prom- 
inent Northern Baptist schools. I 
have evidence beyond any doubt 
that the tendency in Northern 
Baptist circles is to ordain to the 
ministry men who deny the vir- 
gin birth and the verbal inspira- 
tion of the Bible and the actual 
deity of Christ and His blood 
atonement. 


Of course I know that many 
Northern Baptist preachers be- 
lieve the Bible, though they often 
support the convention to keep a 
church and keep their standing 
or to keep fellowship, though it 
means compromise with truth. 


Fourth, you say that at the last 
meeting of the American Baptist 
Convention, “Evangelist Billy Gra- 
ham closed in a final appeal for 
conversion,” as if that indicated 
the soundness of the Convention. 


A number of Christians in the 
American Baptist Convention have 
written me citing Billy Graham's 
message as evidence that Chris- 
tians should stay in the modern- 
istic American Baptist Conven- 
tion. I think they are wrong and 
I think that Billy Graham, while 
obviously sincere, did a great dis- 
service to the cause of Christ and 
so encouraged lots of good people 
to do wrong by staying in the 
American Baptist Convention and 
supporting modernism. But if the 
best men in the world were to 
affiliate with the American Bap- 
tist Convention, every Christian 
who loves and follows the Bible 
still ought to obey the plain com- 
mand, “Be ye not unequally yok- 
ed together with unbelievers,” and 
ought to come out of it and stop 
supporting its modernism. 


There is much reason for fel- 
lowship with good Christians true 
to Christ. But there is no reason 
in the world to call an_ infidel 
“brother” and we are positively 
forbidden to have any fellowship 
with one who brings another Gos- 
pel, one who “abideth not in the 
doctrine of Christ” (II John 9-11). 
Those who do not abide in the 
doctrine of Christ concerning His 
virgin birth, His bodily resurrec- 
tion, His deity, His blood atone- 
ment, are not Christians, though 
they may be Baptists. They do not 
deserve the fellowship of any born- 
again believer any more than in- 
fidels outside the church.

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—Oxnam Found Member of Additional 


Nubversive Organizations 


On July 21, “Methodist Bishop 
G. Bromley Oxnam spent 10 hours 
defending a 20 year record of con- 
nections with communist move- 
ments in a session which ended 
after midnight today,” said the 
Chicago Daily Tribune of the next 
day. Again the Tribune says, 
“After 25 documentary exhibits 
dealing with the bishop’s com- 
munist front connections had been 
placed in the record, and he had 
furnished copious explanations, the 
witness was questioned about his 
close associations with two minis- 
ters, Dr. Harry F. Ward and the 
Rev. Jack R. McMichaels. 


“Recent testimony taken in 
closed committee sessions was dis- 
closed. Both Ward and McMichaels 
were identified by former commu- 
nist party members as_ veteran 
Red leaders, seeking to bend the 
church to communist aims.” 


Bishop Oxnam was vice-presi- 
dent of the Methodist Federation 
for Social Action from 1944 to 
1947 at the time when the Rev. 
Jack McMichaels was executive 
secretary. 


Bishop Oxnam had accused the 
committee of persecuting him. But 
they brought in additional records, 
proving that he had been member 
of a number of additional com- 
munist front organizations, besides 
the seven he had already admitted 
having been connected with in the 
past. 


The committee did not accuse 
Dr. Oxnam of being a member of 
the communist party. It had 
accused him of working with 
communist fronts, and proved that 
abundantly with even more cases 
than he had been charged with 
heretofore. 


THE SworD OF THE LorpD feels 
that a modernist, socialist Metho- 
dist bishop should be investigated 
just the same as any other man 
active in organizations that are 
against the United States govern- 
ment and the American way of 
life. 


Why Was Bishop Oxnam on 
“Sucker List” of Communists? 


The hearing before the Un- 
American Activities Committee of 
Congress, which Bishop Oxnam re- 
quested, did not prove that Bish- 
op Oxnam was a member of the 
communist party. That had never 
been charged. But Representative 
Jackson of California said, ‘“The 
record must speak for itself. Dur- 
ing the course of the hearing, some 
forty exhibits were placed in the 
record, all of which related direct- 
ly or indirectly to the bishop’s 
alleged affiliatidns, sponsorships 
or memberships in organizations 
or activities in or behalf of com- 
munist and the left wing groups.”

“A review of the voluminous 
testimony showed that Oxnam had 
been over a 20-year period listed 
in the publications of 15 organiza- 
tions officially labeled as Commu- 
nist party fronts. He conceded 
connections with nine of these 
groups, averring that he severed 
his relationships when he realized 
their nature. He denied member- 
ship or said he had no recollection 
of connections with six of these 
organizations. He said he was un- 
able to explain why Communists 


used his name without his author- 
ity.” 

One of the congressmen sugges- 
ted that Bishop Oxnam was prob- 
ably on a communist “sucker list.” 
The bishop agreed, but said he did 
not know why. 


But the thoughtful person sure- 
ly must know why. 

Communists certainly know that 
Bishop Oxnam as a young preach- 
er was involved in a maritime 
strike sponsored by the I.W.W. 
(Industrial Workers of the World) 
in California, that he was a “radi- 
cal” candidate for the Los Angeles 
school board. They know of his 
close association with two Metho- 
dist communists, Dr. Harry F. 
Ward and the Rev. Jack McMich- 
aels, leaders of the Methodist Fed- 
eration for Social Action. They 
know that Dr. Oxnam sent to 
thousands of Methodist ministers 
in May, 1947, copies of the book, 
Behind Soviet Power, by Jerome 
Davis, a communist. The book was 
pro-Russian and pro-communist, 
but was sent to Methodist minis- 
ters with Methodist church funds 
by Bishop Oxnam. 


Communists know that Bishop 
Oxnam spoke at meetings for, was 
sponsored for and was member of 
a number of subversive organiza- 
tions. Bishop Oxnam now admits 
to association with nine of these 
subversive organizations, but says 
he resigned when he found that 
they were run by communists. 


A communist might well have 
read Bishop Oxnam’s book, 
Preaching in a Revolutionary Age, 
published by the Methodist pub- 
lishing house, Abingdon-Cokes- 
bury, where on page 79 he joins 
Hugh Walpole in saying that the 
Old Testament teaches “of a ter- 
rible God who sent plagues upon 
the people” and calls that God “a 
dirty bully.” Since that is just the 
way communists feel about the 
God of the Bible, they would na- 
turally expect cooperation from 
Bishop Oxnam. They would find 
in the same book, pages 32 and 33, 
Oxnam identifies American capi- 
talism with fascism, as the com- 
munists do. In that same _ book, 
pages 57 and 58, the communists 
would read that “the communist 
gives himself to a cause greater 
than himself,” an economic revo- 
lution, in contrast, Bishop Oxnam 
says, to Christians and capitalists. 
He says the communists wish to 
march on to Canaan while “Chris- 
tians who sing praises to martyrs 
and capitolists who extol risk” 
are left like Abraham’s father, 
Terah, in the land of Haran. 


Or if communists should read 
the book, Preaching and the Social 
Crisis, edited by Bishop Oxnam, 
they would find the Methodist 
bishop presenting Kirby Page, say- 
ing, “Socialism is much closer akin 
to the Christian Gospel than capi- 
talism,” that the Christian church 
must disentangle itself from the 
meshes of capitalism, etc. There 
you will find Bishop Oxnam pre- 
senting the two communists, Jer- 
ome Davis and Harry Ward, along 
with the radical modernist, Bishop 
McConnell and other kindred spir- 
its. I can understand why com- 
munists put Bishop Oxnam on 
their “sucker list,” and I think 
with a little consideration he could 
understand it, too.

Washington, July 29—The Rev. 
Daniel A. Poling, editor of the 
Christian Herald m&gazine, a lead- 
ing Protestant publication, assert- 
ed today that Dr. J. B. Matthews 
will be able to support with facts 
his charge that 7,000 Protestant 
clergymen supported communist 
causes over a 17 year period. 

Poling’s statement was placed 
in the Congressional 
tep. Clardy. [R., Mich.], 
noted that the clergyman also 
asserted that “the country is 
greatly in debt” to congressional 
committees investigating commun- 
ism and subversion. 

“I concur in every word writ- 


ten by the Rev. Mr. Poling,” said 
Clardy, a member of the house 
committee on un-American ac- 


tivities which recently questioned 
Methodist Bishop G. Bromley Ox- 
nam. 


Should Be Welcomed 


“Sound thinking churchmen are 
rallying to a realization that in- 
vestigation of individual Commun- 
ists in the ehurch should be wel- 
comed by true -ministers of God 
who are unalterably opposed to 
atheistic communism.” 

Matthews, a former Protestant 
missionary, who became a noted 
authority on communism, was re- 
cently forced to resign as staff 
director of the senate permanent 
investigating subcommittee head- 
ed by Sen. McCarthy [R., Wis.] 
after a furore had been raised over 
a magazine article he wrote about 
Communists in the clergy. His re- 
quest for a hearing before the 
house committee, in order to docu- 
ment his charges, was granted but 
deferred until next fall. 

In his statement concerning the 
Matthews’ charges, Poling related 
his own experiences as a member 
of a “Friends of Russia’ commit- 
tee in Philadelphia. 

“To the best of my knowledge,” 
he remarked, “this is the only 
communist ‘apparatus’ I ever 
joined and I did so upon invitation 
of several of Philadelphia’s most 
distinguished citizens...The year 
was 1943. Needless to say, I got 
off that committee as quickly as I 
Knew its origin. We had all joined 
when Russia was our great ally. 


Believes Proof Likely 


“But the embarrassment re- 
mains that when J. B. Matthews 
stated specifically that the Com- 
munist party has enlisted the sup- 
port of at least 7,000 Protestant 
clergymen over a 17 year period, 
he made a statement that I be- 
lieve he will be able to support 
with facts. 

“When I read the first bitter 
replies made by distinguished 
New York clergymen to the Mat- 
thews statement, I knew that my 
brother preachers had not read 
the statement itself, that they 
had read only the press releases. 

“Distinguished labor leaders 
have risked both their official po- 
sitions and their physical lives to 
purge their organizations of Com- 
munists. While no _ Protestant 
churchman has the authority and 
power of a Walter Reuther, every 
churchman may at least purge 
himself, and we should without 
further delay move to do this. 

“ Preachers and educators, as 
individual citizens, should support 
and welcome investigation. They

ing about him until almost 30 years later. 


Don't you imagine that John 
grew up just about as you and [| 
do? He probably had some little 
toys that his daddy and mother 
made for him. I am sure that as 
he grew up his foiks told him all 
of the thrilling Bible stories about 
Noah and the Ark, Samson and 
Daniel. He was scared just like 
you were. the first time your 
mother told you about David and 
the giant, Goliath. But, of course, 
John didn’t have the Bible stories 
about Jesus, or Peter, or Paul for 
they were just little boys about 
that time, too. 

But I imagine one day Elisa- 
beth and Zacharias sent John’s 
playmates home and asked John 
to come and talk with them. Then 
they told him all about how the 
angel in the temple had told his 
father he would be born and how 
that God had a special job for 
John to do. And ever since John’s 
birth the Holy Spirit was on him. 
His mother told him that way up 
north in Nazareth he had a cou- 
sin named Jésus about his same 
age. Maybe they got out a copy 
of their Bible which was just the 
Old Testament and came rolled 
up on sticks instead of in pages. 
When Zacharias found Isaiah 40: 
3-5 he read to John, ““The voice of 
him that crieth in the wilderness, 
Prepare ye the way of the LORD, 
make straight in the desert a 
highway for our God. Every val- 
ley shall be exalted, and every 
mountain and hill shall be made 
low: and the crooked shall be 
made straight, and the rough 
places plain: And the glory of the 
LORD shall be revealed, and all 
flesh shall see it together: for the 
mouth of the LORD hath spoken 
it.””

know. The most probable explana-

out of the land; then he wouldn't 
have to obey the voice of this 
Hebrew God and lose his slaves. 
So he said, ‘““Tomorrow.” 

Procrastination has been called 
“the thief of time,” but it’s more 
than that. It robs Heaven of its 
fairest jewels and makes Hell the 
high capitol of lost immortal souls. 
Go to the confines of the lost 
world and talk with those who are 
there, smitten with remorse and 
bitten by the fanged hounds of 
conscience. Ask them why they 
are there. Say to them, “Did you 
not know there was a Hell to shun 
and a Heaven to gain? Did you 
not know there was a God to par- 
don and a Christ to save?” They 
will say, “Oh, yes, we knew it 
all too well—we heard it over and 
over again—but we put it off; we 
waited until tomorrow, and to- 
morrow, and tomorrow, and we 
missed it at last.” 


The Spanish for “tomorrow” is 
“manana,” and the Spaniard has 
it always on his lips. In the af- 
fairs of this world many of us are 
like him and some of us are un- 
like him; but when it comes to 
the affairs that make for eternal 
life men are all pretty much alike 
in their tendency to procrastinate, 
to put off until tomorrow the one 
thing above all others they know 
they ought to do. Now why is this? 


I. One man says, “I’m not good 
enough; my life is too wicked; I’m 
going to wait until I am better.” 

But, my friend, sin is a disease 
of the soul, and there is no such 
thing as getting better apart 
from the remedy which God has 
provided for it. It is like having 
the smallpox and determining you 
will not call for the doctor until 
you find yourself getting better. 
Yes, a thousand times better say 
that because it.is possible to con- 
valesce from a bodily disease 
without the help of a physician; 
but when sin has touched the soul 
there is just one great Physician 
who has the remedy, and apart 
from Him there is no hope. Jesus 
never called any man to Himself 
because he was good. He said, “I 
am not come to call the righteous,

but sinners to repentance.” 

I have read of an artist who 
found perhaps the most miserable 
man of the streets, and offered 
him a sovereign if he would go to 
his studio for a sitting at two 
o’clock the next day. Thinking to 
commend himself a bit, the man 
cleaned himself up as best he 
could, and promptiy at the mo- 
ment appeared. When the artist 
saw him he said, “O man, you’ve 
spoiled it all; I wanted you just 
as you were!” 

Friend, God wants you just that 
way, and if you will say right now, 
“Just as I am, and waiting not 
To rid my soul of one dark blot; 
To Thee whose blood can cleanse 

each spot, 

O Lamb of God, I come; I come!” 
He’ll receive you; He'll forgive 
you. He’ll make you strong in the 
coming years. He'll stand for you 
in the judgment. Tell Him now 
that you are coming—yjust as you 
are. 

II. Another man says, “I’m good 
enough; I pay my honest debts; 
I’m a respectable citizen; I’m a 
moral man in every sense of the 
word; and God isn’t going to be 
hard on a man like that.” 

Now, I am not going to find any 
fault with your morality. It’s a 
lot better to be moral than to be 
immoral. Your morality will make 
you a better man, a better woman, 
a better citizen. Outside the re- 
ligion of Christ it is the best thing 
you can have in this world, but it 
won't carry you through. 

I am going to say something 
now that will startle you. It is 
this: you might be the most moral 
man or woman in your city, yet be 
farther away from the kingdom of 
God than the meanest profligate 


that pollutes your city with his. 


presence. Now don’t get excited 
and claim that I said that a moral 
man or woman is worse than a 
profligate. That is not what I 
said. I am not putting a premium 
on immorality, but Jesus said to 
the Pharisees, who were the most 
moral men of His day, that the 
harlots would go into the kingdom 
of Heaven before they would. I 
know why He said it, and you 
know also, so we will not stop to 
argue the matter except to Say 
that the hardest man in the world 
to reach for Christ is the man 
who is always boasting of and 
banking on his morality to win for 
him the favor of God. The harlot,

of the tiniest little flower that 
comes creeping up through the 
earth, and until you can under- 
stand that marvel of nature, you 
ought to be very humble when 
talking about the things of God. 


V. “Well,” says another.man, “I 
am going to wait until I think I 
can live up to it.” Then you will 
have to wait a long time. No one 
ever has lived up to it but Christ 
Himself. You may not become the 
best Christian that ever lived in 
this world, but if you would give 
yourself to Christ and let Him 
help you, you would doubtless be 
a thousand times better Christian 
than now you think you would be. 

The fine thing about it is this, 
that if you will give yourself to 
Christ and do the best you can for 
Him while you live, God will make 
up for all you lack when you come 
to die, and you can stand in His 
presence clothed in the perfect 
righteousness of Jesus Christ. The 
way is so plain, so easy, and so 
fair. 

VI. But still another man says, 
‘I’m afraid I can’t hold out, that 
I will. fall and utterly fail.” 

But, O my friend, you must un- 
derstand God a little better. Do 
you remember—no, you don’t re- 
member, but mother does—when 
you were learning to walk? She 
sat on one side of the room and 
said, ““‘Come’”’ and you started, but 
got only half way across the floor 
and down you went. Now, what 
did your mother do? Did she be- 
come angry and say, “You are no 


Jonger a child of mine; you started 


to walk and fell down, and there is 
no longer any place for you in this 
family.” No, she ran and picked 
you up, and kissed away the hurt, 
and helped you on your way. Lis- 
ten! the God I know is better than 
the best mother that ever lived. 


Friend, get this truth! You can’t 
fail to be a Christian as long as 
you try. Now don’t misunderstand 
me. You don’t try to become a 
Christian. Young woman, when 
some young man asked you to be- 
come his wife you didn’t say, “I'll 
try to become your wife.” You 
said, “Yes, I will.” And now that 
you have become his wife you are 
of course trying to be a good wife. 
It’s just like that in giving your- 
self to God. You don’t try to be- 
come a Christian, but when you 
gave yourself to Christ you be- 
came a Christian, and now I 
trust you are trying to be a good 
one. But God will never let you 
go and never lose your soul. 


I meet a good many people who 
have forgotten their vows and are 


back in the world, and when I ask 


them what is the matter they tell 
me they started out all right but 
that they didn’t hold out. Now, 
just by way of illustration, suppose 
I should start to walk down the 
streets of your city and after a 
while I should slip and fall, and 
you came along and found me 
lying there. You would say, “Why, 
Mr. Biederwolf, what are you do- 
ing, lying here on the sidewalk?” 
Suppose I should say to you, 
“Well, I started to walk down the 
streets of your city and I got 
along first-rate for about nine 
blocks and a half, but I slipped 
and fell, and I got discouraged, 
and I guess I'll give it up and just 
lie here.”” What would you think? 
You would think, no doubt, that I 
struck my head when I lit. 


But that’s just the way some 
people act about their Christian 
experience. You find them back- 
Slidden, wandering from God, and 
living in sin, and you say, “‘What’s 
the“matter? What’s gone wrong?” 
They answer, “Well, I started in 
the Christian life and I got along 
pretty well. I did first-rate for 
about nine months, or a year, but 
I slipped and fell, and I got dis- 
couraged, and just gave up, and 
let it go.” Now what ought such 
a one to do under those circum- 
stances? Just exactly what you 
would expect me to do if I had a 
fall; get up and go on. And if 
you fall again, what are you going 
to do, lie there? No, get up, ask 
God to forgive you, let Him pour 
new strength into your soul, and 
go on, and on, and on, and on, and 
God will never forsake you. While 
there is One “who is able to keep 
you from falling,” if you stumble 
in spite of Him, remember you are 
stid His child, and one day as you 
stumble through the gate of glory 
you can fall, a dusty, tired prodi- 
gal, on the Father’s forgiving bos- 
om and cling there forever. 

And now among scores of rea- 
sons why you should say “Today,” 
and not “Tomorrow,” I want just 
to give you one.

To these we owe a debt of grati- 
tude which can never be adequate- 
ly repaid, and concerning whose 
work no words of praise can be 
too high. 

The other kind of critic is the 
man who, being unable to recen- 
ciie certain parts of Scripture 
with his own idea of what inspired 
writings ought to be, even when 
no question is raised as to the 
accuracy of existing documents, 
would, nevertheless, have us strike 
out such passages as uninspired, 
leaving us with nothing but a 
fragmentary Bible, which might 
be suitably entitled, “The Book 
of God revised and improved by 
man.” 

Incredible as it may seem, there 
lies before me as I write a speci- 
men page of what is called “The 
Polychrome or Many-colored 
Bible,” indicating, by the various 
tints with which it is. colored, 
what the critics have decided was 
inspired and reliable and what was 
not, converting our Holy Bible in- 
to nothing better than a piece of 
patched-up forgery. 

The work of these men is whol:y 
destructive; they never show us 
any new beauty in the Scriptures, 
nor help us to grasp more firmly 
any of its truths. 

These are the critics to whom 
we refer in some of the following 
pages, and whose writings we un- 
hesitatingly condemn. 


2. The Bible Is a Lamp or 
Light (Ps.

There is probably no fact more 
evident to the child of God, and 
certainly nothing more clearly 
taught in Scripture, than that of 
the darkness of the natural mind 
and heart.

It is con- 
trolled by “the rulers of the dark- 
ness of this world” (Eph. 6:12). 
Its works are “works of darkness”

our circulation to 200,000 paid subscriptions by September 28, 1954, 
our twentieth anniversary. A little more than thirteen months in- 
tervene before that date. To reach that goal is so difficult that it is 
practically impossible by human standards. But with God all things 
are possible. God answers the work of faith and the prayer of faith, 
when there is an absolute abandon to His will, a holy dedication of 
all the resources at hand, and unflagging work. 

We know that the help must come from God. But at the same 
time, we know that God uses people and God will not increase the 
circulation of THE Sworp oF THE LorpD to the enormous figure of 200,- 
000 paid subscriptions in thirteen months without using Christian peo- 
ple to do the job.

“Wherefore [then] do ye spend 
money for that which is not 
bread? and your labor for that 
which satisfieth not? hearken dil- 
jgently unto me, and eat ye that 
which is good, and let your soul 
delight itself in, fatness.’ —Isa. 
55 :2. 

(c) Strong meat for men (I Cor. 
3:2 and Heb. 5:12-14). 

It is in reference to this strong 
meat of the Word that John 
wrote, “. . . I have written unto 
you, young “men, because ye are 
strong, and the word of God 
abideth in you...” (I John 2:14). 

It should never be forgotten 
that the Bible is no mere milk- 
and-water Book, for while there 
are parts of it which are so sim- 
ple that a little child may under- 
stand them (II Tim. 3:15), there 
are, nevertheless, depths so pro- 
found that, although they have 
engazed the attention of the 
mightiest intellects of all ages, 
they have never yet been fathom- 
ed. 

(d) Honey (Ps. 19:10). 

God furnishes a rich table in 
His Word—not merely plain fare 
for our necessary food, without 
which we must perish, but sweets 
also—luxuries! There are such de- 
lights to be found in the Bible 
that cause those who find them 
to cry out, “How sweet are thy 
words unto my taste! yea, sweeter 
than honey to my mouth” (Ps. 
119:103). 


6. Fine Gold to Enrich 
(Ps. 19:10) 


God's children are often called 
upon to part with much of that 
which the world values very high- 
ly, and as a rule they are certain- 
ly not rich. But God will never 
be debtor to any man, and so He 
has provided in His Word such 
real and lasting wealth that all 
the riches of this world are in 
comparison as nothing. Even as 
David said, “The law of thy 
mouth is better unto me _ than 
thousands of gold and _ silver” 
(Ps. 419:-72). To the Christians at 
Smyrna, who loved and kept His 
Word, the Lord said, “I know thy 
.» .. poverty, (but thou art rich)”’ 
(Rev. 2:9). 


Now, up to this point it will 
be observed that the symbols so 
far dealt with indicate what the 
Bible’ may, and indeed ought to, 
be to every man for his own per- 
sonal use and benefit. While those 
that fol'ow suggest, not only what 
the Rible is’ to us, but what, by 
earnest and prayerful study and 
diligent use, it may be through us, 
to others. 


Go's promise to Abraham was 
twofold: first, “I will bless thee’; 
and then, ‘‘Thou shalt be a bless- 
ing” to others (Gen. 12:2). And 
this is the rule throughout the 
Bible. We are enjoined, first, to 
“receive with meekness the en- 
grafted word” (Jas. 1:21) and to 
hold it fast (Titus 1:9) for our- 
selves. Then we are to rightly 
diviee the Word of Truth (II Tim. 
2:15) and to hold it forth as the 
Word of Life (Phil. 2:16) to 
others. Thus may we ponder the 
remaining symbols. 


, 7 God’s Word Is a Fire 
- (Jer. 20:9 and 23:29)

ong''e” (Ps. 39:3). 
‘- Oh, for burning Christians! 
Cold words, however logical and 
refined, will never reach human 
hearts. But with the fire within, 
and upon our lips (Isa. 6:7), we 
become fit messengers of God to 
a dying world. 


8. God’s Word a Hammer 
(Jer. 23:29) 


~ Some hearts are very hard, and 
need all the spiritual strength of 
the true workman, if he is to 
Wield this hammer successfully. 
The work at times may seem to 
be slow, and the results uncertain; 
but let us not be discouraged, - it 
is the steady, regular blows that 
tell in the end. A Christian was 
once’ reasoning with an _ infidel; 
the latter continually protested 
that, as he did not believe in the 
Bible, it was quite waste of time 
to quote passages of Scripture to 


‘The Bible | 


him, ete.; the Christian however, 
continued to wield this hammer 
by quoting texts, until at length 
the hammer did its work, and the 
infidel’s heart was broken. 

“Is not my word like a 


hammer that breaketh the rock in 
pieces ?”’ 


9. The Bible a Sword 
(Eph. 6:17) 

Some natures are very cunning, 
avoiding every blow of the work- 
man’s hammer. To such the Word 
is needed as a sharp sword in 
the hand of a skilful soldier. Such 


skill, however, can only be ac- 
quired by patient and prayerful | 
study; and much of our usefulness 
as witnesses for Christ will de- 
pend upon the way in which we) 
wield this Sword of the Spirit | 
(II Tim. 2:15). With what rever- | 
ent awe should we discharge our | 
commission as soldiers of Jesus 
Christ, as we remember _ that. 
when rightly used, this sword 
pierces the conscience and leads 
to an awakening (Heb. 4:12). It 
pricks the heart (Acts 2:37) and 
leads to conversion (Acts 2:41). 
It cuts the heart (Acts 7:54) and 
sometimes leads to increased bit- 
terness (Acts 7:51 and 57); and 


finally it will smite, with an eter- | 


nal stroke, those who continue to. 
rebel against its divine authority | 
(Rev. 19:15). 


10. The Bible Is Seed 
(Luke 8:11; Isa. 55:10) 


“Being born again . . of in- 
corruptible (seed), by the word of 
God. . .” (I Pet. 1:23), it should 


be said of us, as we go forth to 
our ordinary avocations day by 
day, “Behold, a sower went [goes] 
forth to sow” (Matt. 13:3). 
although we may often be dis- 
couraged as the seed seems to fall 
on uncongenial soil, and at times 
we may be tempted in our folly 
to select our own time for 
sowing, nevertheless, 
remember it is written :— 

(1) That we should sow in all 


places.

“his walk with God?” Genesis 5:22 
says, “Enoch walked with God 
after he begat Methuselah.” Do 
you wonder why? Well, you see 
it’s like this—every name in the 
Hebrew had a different meaning. 
Methuselah meant “it shall be 
sent.” What shall be sent? “The 
deluge shall be sent,” or “the flood 
'is coming.” In other words, the 
‘very year that Methuselah died 
'God was going to send a flood 
_to destroy the earth. Enoch knew 
'that his son, Methuselah, was a 
| warning to everyone. This is one 
| reason, I believe, why Methuselah 
| was the oldest man who ever lived. 
No one could ever accuse God of 
being unjust or impatient. Meth- 
-uselah lived 969 years. All this 
time God was being long-suffering 
and patient to rebellious genera- 
tions. 


And so the father of Methuse- 
lah, Enoch, “walked with God 
after he begat Methuselah’’—BE- 
CAUSE every time Methuselah 
would stub his toe or have a de- 
gree of fever or have a little ache 
or pain, Enoch would no doubt 
say to himself, “Is this the end 
time?” or, “Is this the time for 
‘the destruction of the earth by 
the flood?’’ He constantly thought, 
“Is this the time for God to send 
His watery judgment?” 


If people today believed the 
Word of God, that judgment is 
sure to come, I believe more of us 
would be walking with God. Sup- 
pose you thought that today was 
the last day upon the earth. What 
would you do?

Can’t you just see him 
as he sits at the feet of his long- 
bearded great-grandfather, Enoch? 
Perhaps Noah looked up so many 
times into the face of and upon 
the countenance of that saintly 
man and said, “Grand-daddy, tell 
me some more about God and His 
righteousness; tell me some more 
about the first man, Adam, and 
the sin of the world; tell me some 
more about the flood that God is 
going to send.” .And, bless his 
heart, that sweet old God-fearing 
man, preacher Enoch, was used 
by God to make a divine impact 
upon the heart of this young man, 
Noah. 


2. Noah’s Calling 


And God said to Noah, “I want 
you to be the preacher of right- 
eousness and be my spokesman to 
warn this corrupt world to turn 
from wickedness.’ God told Noah 
that he was tired of the sin and 
the sham and He said, “Noah, my 
spirit shall not always strive with 
man.”

There is one manslaughter every 
46 minutes around the clock in 
America. One major crime is com- 
mitted every eleven seconds, both 
day and night. .

America today is age eighteen. 
One out of every fifteen persons 
is a criminal.

exactly like Noah’s day when the 
Word of God says, “They were 
eating and drinking and marry- 
ing and giving in marriage until 
the flood came and took them 
away.” 

3. Liquor 


Let’s look at the drinking in our 
country. There are two-million 
chronic alcoholics in America, 
Whiskey consumption is up 70% . 
in three years. We spend enough 
money on liquor annually to send 
five-million missionaries with their 
families and all equipment to the 
foreign field. Thousands are killed 
annually by drinking. One judge 
told me that in nine out of every 
ten automobile accidents, liquor 
was involved. 


4. Religious Life 


Think of the spiritual angle and 
associate it with Noah’s day. We 
in America claim to be a Chris- 
tian nation and yet on my recent 
trip to Europe I saw big signs 
Saying, “Americans—go home!” Is 
it any wonder why they ask us to 
go home when we pose as a Chris- 
tian nation and yet 80% of our 
people never go to church? Sixty- 
four million people in our country 
profess no kind of religious belief 
whatsoever. We have scandals in 
government, scandals in churches, 
scandals in schools, scandals in 
our homes. . 


5. Subversion 
Communism has taken over half 
the world in the last five years. 
Ladies and gentlemen, I think that 
we can all see a great comparison 
in modern twentieth century with 


Noah's day. 
The Bible says there were 
“siants in the earth in those 


days.” I’m not dogmatic about 


| this and perhaps some of the com- 


mentaries would disagree, but I 
wonder if they were physical 
giants. The last phrase in Genesis 
6:4 says, “men of renown.” What 
does that mean? It means famous 
men, popular men—‘“men of re- 
nown.”’ 

A few weeks ago I went home 
from an evangelistic campaign. I 
noticed my little boy with a toy 
pistol on each hip. He was inter- 
ested in practically nothing but 
cowboys and a “shoot-um-up 
Tony” affair. I said, “Jimmie, 
where are you getting allthis - 
stuff?’”’ He told me about all of 
his little neighbors and the comic 
magazines. It seemed to be the 
general school talk. So, I said, 
“Son, I want to talk to you for a 
moment and I want to tell you 
the truth. You see, your daddy 
has been to Hollywood and I’ve 
seen various sets in the movie

When I think of the American 
public paying movie stars and 
ball players, some of which have 
never been through grade school 

paying them fabulous amounts 
énto the hundreds of thousands of 
collars a year and making little 
gods out of these men, almost 
worshipping them, I'm wondering 
if this is not somewhat the same 
picture in Noah’s day when it 
referred to those “giants in the 
earth—men of renown.” 

At any rate, “The sons of God 
came in to the daughters of men 
end bear children to them.” When 
Christian men become unequally 
yoked together with an _ uncon- 
verted woman, you can expect 
nothing but violence and corrup- 
tion and spiritual declension. God’s 
laws never have been or never will 
be broken in any civilization or 
eny generation. 


V. Noah’s Sermon 
about 120 years Noah was 
and faithfully prepared

the ark. He was warned and he 
wanted others to know. His pulpit 
was the dock yard. His voice was 
the ring of the hammer. The scof- 


fers began to mock and sneer and 
laugh. They said, “Mr. Noah, why 
don't you admit that you are mis- 
taken? Why don’t you be honest 
end tell us that you just dreamed 


, this? Go on and admit that you're 


wrong.” Noah kept preaching and 
kept praying. He believed God— 
believed that God meant what He 
said. He became the preacher of 
righteousness before a wicked 
world. He told them that the 
skies would not always be blue. 
He told them that there was a 
¢ay coming when the waves would 
be like race horses and that they 
better prepare for danger. 

Then I can imagine a young 
fellow, a member of the local high 
football team, sees Noah. 
(I don’t know what athletic events 
they had in that day), but let’s 
suppose this young high school 
football player passed by one day 
end saw Noah over behind the 
place where they were building 
the ark, kneeling back of an old 
stump, praying to God. This young 
fcllow noticed that Noah was so 
sincere, and he thought to himself, 
“I believe this man is sincere 
about this. Something tells me 
he’s right and all of us are wrong. 
Maybe I better go and tell him 
I'll believe what he is preaching.” 
Fut then he thought to himself, 
“And what would others think? 
Well, Tl just take my chances 
along with the rest of them.” He 
is so close to a decision but de- 
eides to say “no.” Therefore, he’s 
just as far away as if he had 
never heard about God. or even 
considered Him. What a pity! 


VI. Noah’s Ark 

Noah was the builder, but God 
was the architect of the ark. 
Sometime ago I was holding a 
¢eampaign in San Diego, California. 
A great big husky man came up 
to me introducing himself as the 
“Wharfinger’” of San Diego. He 
was the man who was responsible 
for all ships and boats coming in- 
to that great seaport. He was a 
marvelous Christian. He asked 
me, “Mr. Wilson, do you know 
that the proportionate dimensions 


#%@of all ocean-going vessels today 


are identical with Noah’s ark?” 
Hie went on to tell me that re- 
g@ardiess.of the size of boats and 
ships which plow the seas, man 
still has to use the proportionate 
dimensions that God gave Noah 
wi building the ark. 

Yes, God was the architect. He 
told Noah what materials to use, 
how many compartments to make, 


My Petes long, how wide, how deep, 
‘and then he gave Noah the ex- 


piration date. In order to carry 
out this tremendous task Noah 
was to need some help— plenty 
of it. Perhaps he had to hire 
hundreds of carpenters. I have an 
idea that many of those who 
worked on the ark said to them- 
selves and to each other, “Can 
you imagine a man being so crazy 
as to believe that God would de- 
stroy the world with a flood? But, 
we'll take the old fool’s money as 
long as he’s got the money to pay 
for it.” 


Yes, today as in Noah’s. day 
some people will do anything for 
a dollar. I think of the parallel 
today: carpenters, brick masons, 
architects and the like are work- 
ing on some local churches just 
for a dollar, having no fear of God 
and refusing to accept God’s Son. 
These men were working on the 
ark. 

Get the picture. These men were 
helping Noah work on fie only 
thing that could deliver them to 
safety, from a watery grave. To- 
day people join with the local 
churches, work on _ the local 
churches, follow mich of its pro- 
gram but fail to respond to the 
only thing that will ever save 
them—faith in Jesus Christ. 


VII. The Final Man—Christ 


God then said to Noah, “Come 
thou into the ark.”” Why do you 
suppose God said that? He said 
it for the same reason that after 
the waters had receded, God said, 
“Go thou.” You see, God was the 
first One in the ark and the last 
One to leave the ark. You never 
need be afraid when God fs with 
you. You may be facing death, 
but you have no fear if you are 
in Christ and He is in you. 

Notice this, too—The Word of 
God says, “. .. and the Lord shut 
him in.” Yes sir, the Lord God 
Himself “shut the door.” Sinner 
friend of mine, when God shuts 
the door, no man can open that 
door. In other words, God told 
Noah to come into the ark—all 
his family, the fowls, the birds, 
the beasts and the animals all 
came in. Then God sent a mighty 
wind and shut the door. GOD 
HIMSELF HAD SHUT THE 
DOOR! Noah did not shut it. And, 
oh, when you come to the end of 
this earthly life and still, you are 
out of Christ and His ark of safe- 
ty, no preacher or priest, no saint 
or friend, no church nor group 
can help you then. You, my 
friend, had better enter into the 
ark of Christ before God shuts 
the door of Hope. 


Now, Noah was in the ark. Yes, 
one whole week before the flood 
came Noah and his little family 
went into the ark. The whole 
then-known world laughed at the 
old preacher of righteousness who 
was, aS they probably said, “all 
cooped up.” The _ psychologists, 
philosophers, and the theologians 
as well, all mocked and sneered 
and laughed at Noah. They hurled 
insults at him. Perhaps one of 
them ironically asked, ‘““Mr. Noah, 
do you feel the boat rocking yet?” 
Maybe another cynically remark- 
ed, “Are you seasick yet?” Some- 
one else would chime in, “You 
haven't seen any rain yet, have 
you?” NO, up until that time, we 
suppose, it never had rained, “but 
there went up a mist from the 
earth and watered the whole face 
of the ground® (Gen. 2:5, 6). 

In this present twentieth cen- 
tury civilization there are people 
who are laughing and sneering at 
the Word of God. People are 
mocking at the message of judg- 
ment. Some.of our educated high- 
brows today are making light of 
righteousness and godliness. BUT, 
friend of mine, God always keeps 
His Word!! 

And so now the Bible says, ‘““The 
windows of heaven were opened 
and the fountains of the great 
deep were broken up.” And the 
rain did come. Yes, the heavens 
became black, the sea forgot her 
bounds and water began to rise 
and the old ark began to move. 
God had kept His Word. Then the 
people began to cry and scream 
and beg for mercy and plead for 


forgiveness. But the day of re- 
pentance was over. “God is not 
mocked.” 


As the water kept on rising, I 
can visualize the people running 
for refuge. However,. those who 
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climbed to the loftiest mountains 
perished just exactly as the peo- 
ple who were caught in the deep- 
est valleys. It made no difference! 
Yes, the people today who feel so 
secure on the mountain of moral- 
ity and church membership will 
one day face the same judgment 
of God as those who find them- 
selves in the valley of sin and 
degradation. Just as certain as 
the waters of judgment covered 
everyone who was out of the ark 
in Noah's day, the judgment of 
fire will consume everyone in the 
last day who are out of Christ. 
Everyone in the ark was saved. 
Everyone out of the ark was lost. 
The only way you will ever be 
spared from the doom of coming 
judgment is to “come into. the 
ark” of Christ. 

I think I see Mr. Noah look 
from the window of the ark, and 
oh, his heart was so heavy! He 
wanted to do something to help 
the people but it was too late. In
